Natural River designation 
gets another thumbs down 


> County joins 
two townships 
opposing Manistee 


River designation

Following the passage of two res- 
olutions, one each by the Grayling 
Township and Frederic Township 
Boards, the Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners voted last week 
to add its voice in opposition to the 
proposed “Natural River” designa- 
tion of the Upper Manistee River 


System by the Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources 
(MDNR). 


The County was asked by a grass- 
roots organization, the R.ILVELR. 
Group led by Jeff Kea, to support 
efforts to stop the designation 
because of the effect it would have 
on private property owners’ rights. 
The MDNR has failed twice in the 
past to sway municipalities and 
property owners along the Manistee 
River to its way of thinking: control 
and protection of the river by the 
MDNR and other agencies. 

The Commissioners made no hes- 
itation in voling against the pro- 
posed designation, citing that while 
it supports “sound environmental 
protection, including watershed 
management,” they believe this pro- 
tection is already regulatéd by state 
and federal, as well as local rules, 


- mental: 


and no additional zoning rules gov- 
erned by the state or federal govern- 
ment are needed, 

Commissioner Beth Wieland 
recalled how local residents strong- 
ly opposed the designation of the 
AuSable River as a Natural River 
some years ago, but were ignored, 

Rules laid out in the Natural 
Rivers Act have caused an overload 
of variance requests for her town- 
ship’s Planning Commission, cost- 
ing taxpayers’ dollars and the denial 
of private property rights for many 
who live along the river, explained 
Grayling Township Clerk Monica 
Ashton at the township’s September 
1] meeting. 


“The administration of the ~ 


Natural River District rules by 
Grayling Township officials has 
been very difficult,” added 
Township Supervisor Terry Wright. 
“Our Planning Commission has 
been trying to do the right, thing for 
the river and the residents, but have 
butted heads with state agencies and 
individuals in that effort on too 
many occasions.” 

“The climate is changing out 
there on this type of designation,” 
said .

$312K building 
fund prompts

Since the August meeting of the 
Commission on Aging (COA) the 


commission members have been

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Memorial brings large donation for animals 


The Animal Shelter of Crawford 
County held its annual meeting 
September 21 and had something 
big to celebrate: a donation of over 
$63,000. 

Shelter board members learned 
this summer that a Lewiston couple 
had passed away, leaving half of 
their estate to Hospice and half to 
the shelter to only be used for capt- 
lat improvements to the existing 
shelter or toward the construction of 
a new sheller. The funds cannot be 
used for daily operating expenses or 
wages. 

The only other — stipulation 
Leonard and Yvonne Stuller made 
was that the shelter display a plaque 
in their memory. 

The Stullers’ generosity toward 
the homeless animals cared for at 
the shelter is due entirely to the help 
and guidance they received from 
longtime sheller manager, Dixie 
Lobsinger. The shelter’s share of the 
estate was $63,405.48. 

President Sharon Priebe made the 
umnouncement of the gift to mem- 
bers at the meeting and unveiled the 
plaque to be displayed at the shelter. 
The Stullers’ attorney was invited to 
accept (he plaque on behalt of his 
clients, but was unable to attend the 
meeting for the presentation. 

“We are so grateful to receive 
such a gencrous pift, and Mr, and 
Mrs. Stuller, if you are looking at us 
from above, we thank you and 
promise we will do just what you 
intended,” said Priebe, glancing 
upward, 

She added building a new shelter 
is never far from the board mem- 
bers’ minds and the gift only brings 
the group closer to deciding what 
can be done. 

“A new sheller will have to be 
built correctly from the beginning 
this time to alleviate the probiems 
we have had for so many years,” 
Lobsinger said. 


Next, Priebe surprised Lobsinger 
by presenting her with a plaque, rec- 
ognizing her for her “years of dedi- 
cation to the hundreds of animals 
left in her care.” A tearful Lobsinger 
said, “I knew you guys were up to 
something!” 

All the shelter volunteers were 
thanked for all of their help and five 
were given certificates of apprecia- 
tion for providing many hours of 
services to the shelter: Cheryl 
Postma, who has helped with the 
care of the animals and with many 
fundraisers; Sharon Zarnick, who 
coordinated and compiled the shel- 
(er’s “Creature Comforts 
Cookbook,” a major fundraiser in 
2002; Mickey Richards, who has 
spent many hours doing the shelter’s 
laundry, sewing colorful bandanas 
for “Meet Your Best Friend at the 
Zoo” events, among other things; 
Laura Purtitl, who sold more All- 
American Raffle tickets than any 
other member and helps with many 
fundraisers cach year; and Dennis 
Meyers, who has been working hard 
to prepare a donated mobile home to 
house a new office and all the cats.

Jill was 
assigned to work in food services 
and administration, although when- 
ever she had a chance, she helped on 
the houses. She said there were 
only 80 people working on food ser- 
Vice instead of the expected 250 so 
she was very busy most of the time, 
Part of her duties included deliver- 
ing lunches and water to the crews. 

Dave was assigned as leader for 
house 985. He said only one other 
member of his crew of 25 had expe- 
rience in building houses, but his 
volunteers were enthusiastic, and 
once you showed them how to per- 
form cach task, they went right to 
work. He also mentioned — that 
although the volunteers came from 
all over the world, there was no ten- 
sion of any kind within the team. 

Dave said he was very impressed 
with the cooperation between the 
teams. The houses had to be built to 
i specific schedule and any house 
that fell behind was soon visited by 
crew members from other teams 
that had already reached the day's 
goal, Everyone Jent their expertise 
wherever it was needed. 

The 20° x 24° houses contained 
two bedrooms, a kitchen, bathroom 
and small living/dining area. Each 
room in the house contained only 
one electrical oudlet which, accord- 
ing to the Wymans, was standard 
throughout South Africa whether in 
a small home or in world class 
hotels, 

The houses were constructed of 
concrete floors, stucco covered 
cement block outside walls, insulat- 
ed ceilings and tile roofs. Interior 
partitions were framed and covered 
with plasterboard. 

Both Wymans were struck with 
the oddities in the kitehen and bath- 
room. They said the 5.5’ x 7° 
kitchen has a sink, but no cabinets. 

The 5.5° x 5.5’ bathroom contains 
a bathtub, a water heater with both a 
water closet and sink attached. The 
bathroom sink has a long faucet 
which is used to ftll both the sink 
and the bathtub, 

Construction started on Monday 
morning “and the houses were com- 
pleted and dedicated. qn Friday 
afternoon. 

One member of Dave's crew was 
a white South African minister, 
whom Dave asked to lead the dedi- 
sation ceremony. The ceremony 
began with prayers and a speech, 
and concluded with singing and 
dancing by the entire crew. 

The Wymans said they were up 
each day at 4:30 a.m. and the work 
day began at 5:15 am. They 
returned (o the hotel each evening 
between 7 p.m. and 7:30 p.m. and 
didn’t stay up very long after. Jill 
said they had never been so dirty, 
lired and sore... and fell so good 
about it. She added, they knew their 
African experience would be a pos-

Arbitration better than picketing

Ferris State University professors 
came within an eyelash of going on 
strike a few wecks ago. According 
to the provisions of the new teacher 
strike law of 1994, they could be 
fined a day’s pay per professor, and 
$5,000 per day could be assessed 
upon their union for an_ illegal 
strike, 


However, there is some balance 


. in the law by assessing a fine of 
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$5,000 per day upon the board of 
trustees, Wf they participated in a 
lockout, 

College professors are at the 
mercy of administrators and have 
been about two decades behind in 
satarics and fringe benefits. Their 
union at Ferris State is the American 
Association of University 
Professors, a harmless group of ide- 
alists, who are clueless when it 
comes down to fighting in the 
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trenches for their members, 

In 1995, the AFL-CIO challenged 
the 1994 law in court but they lost 
on the principle that the statute was 
not unconstitulionally — vague. 
School boards may bring cases 
against teachers in the county cir- 
cuit courts, if teachers dare to vio- 
late the law. 

Without a doubt, the best solution 
for this legal entanglement is com- 
pulsory binding arbitration. Clearly 
it has worked well in resolving 
police and fire personnel disputes. 
Most college professors would 
choose binding arbitration rather 
than being forced by wild radicals 
to wave signs on the picket lines.

With 1.3 million votes cast, when 
results were certified Ms. Reno lost 
by about 4,800 voles -- even after 
she gained about 3,400 votes in 
belated vote-counting. 

Here's where Ms. Reno displayed 
rare political class. Such a razor 
thin margin, accompanied by yet 
another display of questionable 
Florida election process, would 
cause many losers to threaten law- 
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suits or at least demand a recount, 
and with justification. 

Not Janet Reno. Once the results 
were certified, she Jumped immedi- 
alely into the McBride cornet, and 
promised “] want to do everything 
that I possibly can to see that he gets 
elected.”

I, too, was a smoker for 15 years 
and was often annoyed al paying the 
ridiculous tax that was applied to cig- 
arettes, Sinee then, I have fearned the 
hard way how unimportant my: com- | 
plaint was. Yes, Lrealize when the 
government forces us lo pay a tax that 
no one can explain, if seems incredi- 
bly unfair, Bul, | have experienced 
something much more unfair, which 
no one can explain, except as a resull 
of my bad habits. 

What changed my mind about 
smoking? = That would be last 
November 15, the day ] was diag- 
nosed with breast cancer at the age of 
37. My life turned upside down with 
one call on my cell phone in the mid- 
dle of the grocery store. It was my 
doctor who told me [had breast can- 
cer and needed ta schedule surgery 
right away. Everything was a blur 
after that. AIF TP remember is my 
three-year old son asking me over 
and over, “Mommy, why are you cry- 
ing?” 1 barely remember driving 
home. 

My life was an emotional roller 
coaster for so many months after that, 
The first major thing to deal with was 
the fact that { had cancer, Was this 
going to be my fast Thanksgiving? 
Christmas? My boys were three and 
seven at the ime. Would they ever 
remember me if { died from this dis- 
case? 

Then, J had to deal with surgery. 
The two-week span I waited to find 
out exactly how bad this cancer was 
from the pathology report was torture 
cnough. Will I need chemotherapy? 
(Please, God, just let it be radiation). 
I spent night after night, tossing and 
lurning in bed asking, “How did this 
happen to me?” 

Then it got worse, I found out I did 
need three months of chemotherapy, 
as well as six weeks of radiation. 
Everyone thinks of chemotherapy as 
being so awful because you lose your 
hair. There are many side elfects that 
happen and losing your hair is pretly 
mild compared to some of them. 

Think of the absolute worst 24- 
hour flu you have ever had and imag- 
ine being in that condition for three 
months: severe nausea, severe weak- 
ness, and exhaustion. Your body 
hurts so bad the first week after your 
(reatment you can barely touch your 


-skin. Another week down the road: 


you get severe mouth sores and you

I realize this is more information 
than some of you want to hear, but I 
Teel if it cven helps one person to quit 
smoking it will be worth it. 

bn addition to-allof-that, now. 1 live 

with the fear every day, ‘What kind 
of damage did the chemotherapy do 
10 my body?” After chemo, I now 
have a six percent chance of conges- 
live heart failure, and inereased 
chances of getting bladder cancer and 
Jeukemia, just lo name a few, [ also 
live with the fear that this was a very 
aggressive form of cancer and often 
comes back. 

Like all of that wasn't cnough, I 
have all the memories of all the other 
cancer patients I would sec at the hos- 
pital. University of Michigan in Ann 
Arbor is very large. Every day you 
walk into this place, you will sce 
things that are heart wrenching. 1 
came 10 realize ] was an incredibly 
lucky person. My cancer was far less 
severe than many others | came in 
contact with. 

My experience going through radi- 
ation also had a great impact. I met 
six men who had throat cancer; five 
of them were previous smokers. I 
know of two [8-year old men who 
also have throat cancer, They never 
smoked a day in their lives, but grew 
up in a home where their parents 
were smokers. A few weeks ago, I 
was at the hospital for my first check- 
up. | walked by a man outside the 
radiation department who was silting 
in a wheelchair, bald from treatment, 
several shades of what looks like sun- 
burned skin from treatment, had a tra- 
cheotomy and was smoking a ciga- 
rette! 

See, | won’t preach to people about 
quitting smoking because if this man 
can’t do it with what he is going 
through, neither will someone else in 
good health unless they really want 
lo. 

I know cancer is caused by so 
many different things and smoking is 
not the only thing to blame. Mine 
was probably caused by a hundred 
different things. I put [5 years of 
smoking at the top of that list. 


I realize smokers have rights, but 


so dol, Sce, after having cancer, Lam 
now an incredibly paranoid person 
about everything I breathe and ingest 
in my body. I have learned the hard 
way that the things we do to our bod- 
ies can have detrimental effects ‘on 


our health. I need to be able to go to 
smoke-free | ‘restaurants and public. 
places without feeli ie liké I can’t 
breathe the ain I can honestly say 


being an eXx- -smoker, T Sul miss 


_ smoking, | but: if, I dt in @ room that.

I know many smokers are con- 
cerned about paying taxes on ciga- 
relics because if is now becoming a 
financial strain, Here’s something to 
think about, After I finished all of my 
treatments for cancer, 1 am now on a 
schedule where I see my oncologists 
every ithrée months ‘forthe’ first!'two 
years; then every six.months until I 
reach the five-year mark. By the lime 
everything is done, the lump that was 
only the size of a grape will cost 
$50,000! 1 have already paid more 
out of pocket for medical bills than J 
ever did for (axes on cigareties. A 
large portion is covered by my insur- 
ance, but not all of it is. 

I never had life insurance before 
cancer and guess what? | probably 
will never carry it in my lifetime. It’s 
now too expensive and [am not sure 
if I am even eligible. So, here is a 
picee of advice to those of you who 
smoke: If you are irritated about pay- 
ing that awful lax on cigarettes this 
may not be the biggest financial bur- 
den of your lifetime. If you are a 
smoker without health or life insur- 


ance, you may be setting yourself up’ 


for financial disaster.’ Now there is 
something I bet you never thought 
about. 

What I have learned since having 
cancer is that none of us know how 
many days we have left on this earth. 
1 now make i! a point to try to touch 
somcone’s life every day. Some days 
it is just a small act of kindness, other 
days IT might be able to reach more 
people by doing something like this... 
writing a letter to the Avalanche. 
Every day, I try to make a difference, 
to have an impact, to make people 
think about enjoying life instead of 
just living it. 

One rule I live by now is I find a 
reason to celebrate life every day! 
Every morning I wake up and say, 
“Please, Lord, help me find a way to 
celebrate my life today.” And He 
does... it is a wonderful thing and J 
recommend it to everyone, 

So, here is what I tell my friends 
who still smoke. 1 take their hands 
firmly in mine and look them right in 
the eyes and say, “Don’t (ty fo quit 
smoking (today, but when the day 
comes that you are finally ready to

To the editor, 

Where there should be an oulcry, 
there is silence. Barely a whimper is 
heard as the city tears out planters on 
Michigan Avenue in downtown 
Grayling. 

It was no small effort for the 
downtown merchants to get permis- 
sion from the city to put them in sev- 
eral years ago. Grayling Uptown 
District, Association (GUDA) paid 


Grayling. 

Now poorly laid concrete replaces 
shrubs, trees and flowers -- all for the 
sake of convenience. It’s easier for 
the cily to remove the snow from the 
sidewalks. And convenience, it 
seems, is more important than an 
attractive and inviting streetscape. 
As the planters are torn out, and what 
little bit of hard-fought beauty is 
destroyed, so also, hope is dug up 


forming a DDA, they formed the 
Community ‘Self-Improvement 
Project. This was a smokescreen, a 
toothless organization whose funding | 
each year was at the whim of the City 
Council, ‘Three years later it is no 
longer functioning. 

The city promises the downtown 
“yemovable” planters. Each year, as 
they are taken up and replaced and 
replanted in the Spring, there will be 


years later, when Michigan Avenue 
was torn up to repave the roadway, 
the merchants rallied around an 
effort to do some serious “streetscap- 
ing,” the cily reluctantly agreed to 
the planters which are soon to be his- 
tory.

Twisted Pair (UTP) cabling to 
give you fast (10/100Mbps) 
data transmission speed and 
“future proofs” your network 
for up to 1000Mbps speed 
when it becomes available. 

With structured wiring, 
individual wire runs connect 
jacks in each room to a central 
structured media panel. Like 
any home wiring, it’s not par- 
ticularly - cost-effective to 
install once the walls go up so 
be sure to run extra lines of 
cable to support future A/V 
equipment and computing 
needs you might have. 

No new wires 

1. Use existing phone wires 

If you're not building a new 
home or adding on an exten- 
sion you can use the existing 
phone wiring. to create a 
home network. Known as 
HomePNA (HPNA), _ this 
technology touts speeds of 10 
Mbps, but delivery rates 
between 2-7 Mbps are more

Johnson states that one of 
the reasons for this trend is 
that homeowners are realiz- 
ing that a room is more than 
just four walls and a floor. 
“The ceiling used to be the 
most neglected surface in a 
room,” he states.

Home-owners 
would install a ceiling and 
then forget about it. 

“Now, those same home-

affordable cost. As a result, 
theyre looking at the ceiling 
with a whole new eye.” 

He says another reason 
behind this trend is a move 
by manufacturers to respond 
to homeowners’ aesthetic 
needs and offer ceilings that 
have more design appeal. 

_ “When many homeowners 
think of a suspended ceiling 
or a tile ceiling, they visualize 
a plain, institutional-looking 
ceiling. However, that’s not 
the case these days. There are 
a variety of textures, designs 
and patterns to choose from, 
regardless of your decor or 
budget.”

Suspended Ceilings 
In the case of the 2' x 2' pan- 
els used in suspended or 


“drop” ceilings, for example, 


Johnson notes that there are a 
number of sophisticated 
designs that cleverly “hide” 
the grid system so that it 
blends in with the overall pat- 
tern of the ceiling. One, called 
Raised Panel, uses the look of 
Old World woodwork, while 
two others, called TinWare 
and Circa, camouflage the 
grid within the look of a tin 
ceiling. 

“Suspended ceilings contin- 
ue to be popular choices in 
basements because they 
attractively cover the exposed 
floor joists while allowing 
access to the piping, wiring 
and ductwork above the ceil- 
ing,” he states. “However, as 
home-owners learn more 


about the distinctive designs 
of many of the panels on the 


market today, suspended ceil- 
ings are also finding their 
way into a variety of other 
rooms around the house.” 

Tile Ceilings 

Ceiling tiles, which mea- 
sure 12"x 12" in size, have also 
reached new design dimen- 
sions. As an_ example, 
Johnson points to a tile called 
TinTile that offers the look of 
an old-fashioned metal ceil- 
ing at a fraction of the cost. 
Others called Kensington and 
Wellington feature lightly 
embossed patterns that give a 
room a more classic look.

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EPA Urges Americans To 


Test Their Homes For Radon 


(NUI) - About one home in 
15 across the nation has unac- 
ceptably high radon levels, 
according to the 
Environmental — Protection 
Agency. In some areas, as 
many as one out of two homes 
has high levels. 

Indoor radon gas is the sec- 
ond leading cause of lung can- 
cer in'the country. 

Radon, a radioactive product 
of the element radium, is invis- 
ible and odorless. It occurs nat- 

-urally in soil, rock, and water. 
Although relatively harmless 
when diluted in the open air, 
radon can pose a_ serious 
health threat when concentrat- 
ed indoors. When inhaled, 
radon releases small bursts of 
energy that can damage the 
DNA in lung tissue over time 
and lead to lung cancer. 

Radon levels can soar during 
the colder months when resi- 
dents keep windows and 
doors closed and spend more 
time indoors. Radon also can 
be a danger in the summer 
when homes are closed for air 


conditioning purposes. 

That's why EPA 
Administrator Christie 
Whitman is urging Americans 
to test their homes for radon. 

"As many as 22,000 people 
die from lung cancer each year 
in the United States from expo- 
sure to indoor radon,’ 
Whitman said. "Yet Americans 
could help prevent these 
deaths and protect their fami- 
lies by testing their homes for 
radon as soon as possible. 

"Not only is radon testing 
sound investment in the long- 
term health of your family, but 
it could also be a good invest- 
ment in terms of the resale 
value of your home. In many 
areas, radon testing is a 
required part of real estate 
transactions." 

Radon test kits, sold at home 
improvement and hardware 
stores, are easy to use and pro- 
vide accurate readings of 
home radon levels. EPA and 
the U.S. Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention warn 
that homes with radon levels

Although some areas of the 
country have naturally higher 
radon levels than others, EPA 
recommends that everyone 
test for radon because isolated 
"hot spots" can occur any- 
where.

Clay Pavers 

Let’s talk about color first. 
Because each clay brick is as 
unique as a snowflake, deriv- 
ing its natural color from the 
earth from which it is made, 
the palette of brick colors is 
virtually infinite. When we 
think of brick, most of us 
think “red,” but brick pavers 
span the spectrum from 
creams and buffs to dark 
charcoals, with most colors in 
between. 

When it comes to design, 
your only limit is your imag- 
ination and creativity. While 
most brick pavers are rectan- 
gular, you can create intricate 
herringbone and_basket- 
weave patterns that go 
beyond the simple rectangle. 
You can further accentuate a 
design by “banding,” using 
brick of a contrasting color, 
along the edges of a design.

The location of the conser- 
vatory has a lot to do with its 
energy efficiency. Stein, who 
often makes as many as a 
dozen visits to a site before a 
project is finished, points out 
that a Southern exposure is 
best for capturing the most 
daylight, but it may be too 
hot in warm regions. The 


additional cooling needed 


could be costly. An Eastern 
exposure will ease cooling 
needs by providing sun in the 
morning and shade the rest of 
the day, but clearly this is not 
a good idea for anybody, who 
wants to retreat to the conser- 
vatory for after-work enjoy- 
ment, 

Western exposure, on the 
other hand, will bring in 


afternoon sun, and in many

Electrical Wiring 


(IHIT)-Understanding the 
fundamentals of electrical! 
wiring can be valuable, par- 
ticularly when you're making 
simple repairs or home 
improvements. A three-way 
switch, for example, is com- 
monly used in lighting cit- 
cuits to turn a light on and off 
from two locations. They are 
often used at either end of a 
hallway or stairs. But if one of 
these switches needed 
replacement, do you have the 
knowledge to wire it in cor- 
rectly? 

Knowing electrical wiring 
fundamentals can also keep 
you and your loved ones safe. 
Replacing a standard recepta- 
cle outlet with a ground-fault 
circuit interrupter (GFCI) can 
greatly reduce the risk of a 
shock or a fire. GFCI’s are 


similar to fuses or circuit 


breakers, only much more 
sensitive to electrical faults.

parts of the country this will 
be so harsh that it must be 
shaded. Northern exposure 
will provide low levels of 
light and partial shade most 
of the day.

more prone to dry out after 
the first winter winds come 
through, which leaves you 
with a tan or brown lawn all 
winter. So, as late fall 
approaches, begin to gradu- 
ally bring the cutting height 
down on your mower, until 
you are almost, but not quite 
scalping the lawn.
